Niagara Falls, Ont, June 10,—Deter- | 
mined efforts were made today by the 
principals to the mediation conference 
to reconcile the differences of opinion | 
that have arisen over the exact method 
by which the executive power — In 
Mexico City shall be transferred from 
the hands of General Huerta to the in- 
dividual to be agreed here for the 
provisional presidency, 

A serious disagreement has developed 
between the mediators and the Amert- 
can delegates on this polnt, but there 
Was belleved today to be a prospect of 
reaching common ground, The medl 
ators and the Mexican delegates have 
proposed that the new provisional pres- 
{dent should come into the office as 
provided for in the Mexican constitu- 
tlon, being first appointed minister of 
foreign affairs, by General Huerta and 
succeed the latter when he resigns. This 
method, the American delegates have 
argued, would be tantamount to recog: 
nition of Huerta as exercising constitu- 
tlonal powers, a position consistently 
dented not only by the American gov- 
ernment but the constitutionalist cause 

The mediators were of the opinion | 
that the United States in this instance 
would waive technicalities and con- 
sider that the end justified the means. | 
They maintained that the entire world 
would know that Huerta had not liter- 
ally chosen his successor, as the new 
provisional president would have been | 
selected after the constitutionalists and | 
the American government had been} 
consulted, It was also suggested that | 
the United States need not extend its 
recognition until there hud been some! 
popular expression, such as the ac- 
ceptance by the copstitutionalists of

The plan which has virtually been 
agreed upon, not only by the mediators 
and the American delegates, but by the 
Huerta delegates as well, contemplates 
giving to the constitutionalists whiner 
amounts to a majority share in the new 
provisional government, In effect, tf 
recognizes the military achtevements 
of the revolution by giving the con- 
stitutionalist party a controlling volce 
in the government which would mean 
possession of the electoral machinery, 
They will have it in their power to in- 
sure the holding of a fair election and 
if the constitutionalists’ cause is the 
popular one, they would experience no 
difficulty In electing General Carranza, 
or anyone else, to the presidency for a 
regular term, 

Working Out Details 

The details of the composition of the 
new government are being worked out 
in the dally conference. The aim now 
is to obtain for provisional president, a 
man of constitutlonalist affiliations, 
who, however, is capable and broad 
enough to give fair consideration to the 
legitimate interests of the Huerta party. 
Of the four cabinet portfollos, it has 
been practically agreed that the minis- 
try of foreign relations shall go to a 
man of the Huerta party, but not ob- 
Jectlonable personally to the constitu- 
tlonalists, perhaps one of their military 
leaders; the minister of finance to an 
independent man, having the trust and 
confidence of the constitutionalists, but 
to be suggested by the Huerta party; 
and the minister of the interior shall be 
of constitutionalist leanings, but one 
likely to be fair in his adjustment of 
the varlous provisional sovernorships 
and state political situations. This 
would give the constitutionallsts prac- 
tically three of the five men in 
thorough sympathy with thelr cause 
While the other two men would be 
broad cnough to go the way of the 
majority in endeavoring to make the 
provisional administrator a success, It 
{s because so much consideration has 
been given to the  constitutionalist 
cause In preparation of the peace plan 
that the mediators are trying to find a 
dignified way for tho retirement of 
Huerta, They are Impressed with the 
method suggested by the Mexican dele- 
fates of permitting him actually to ap- 
point as ininister of foreign affairs, the 
hew provisional president, more or less 
as a parting boon for his coneillatory 
disposition in agreeing to withdraw. 
Also the metiiators have {n mind the 
fact that the European powers recog- 
nized Huerta as the constitutional 
president and they wish to have his 
dignity retained before those nations 
Tt is a curious phaso of the situation 
jthat the three mediators represent 
countries who, like the United States, 
never recognized Huerta ‘The Mexican 
delegates, it ls understood, will not in-

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CHOOSE YOUR 
OWN GAIT. 

One of the most vigorous, most active of Americans is 
John Burroughs, the naturalist, sometimes affectivaately 
spoker of as “the Grand Old Man of America.” Recently he 
passed his seventy-seventh birthday and paused to remark: 

“Yam young at 77 because I have practiced the art of care- 
ful living. I have avoided all stimulants because ] have want- 
ed to be anatural human being. Iam cheered and exhilarated 
by drinking a glass of pure water. My food tastes good and 
refreshes me. I do not know what a sleepless night means. 
1 do not worry about tomorrow.” 

In these sentences may be found plenty of food for pro- 
found thought. Take only one point: “I have wanted to be 
a natural human being.” This need not be taken to mean 
that Mr. Burroughs inclines toward the customs of the abori- 
gine’ He has not negelected mental culture. He has lived in 
houses, though as often as possible he has wandered in fores. 
and field. By “natural human being” Mr. Burroughs evidently 
means living, eating, drinking, sleeping, working, exercising, 
tramping in the open in temperate and simple fashion. The 
reward of such a course of life he is able to exemplify in his 
own person, 

We are prone to blame the early breakdown of most men 
{o the hurry and strain and artificiality of modern life. And 
undoubtedly we are right to adegree. But the real cause is in- 
dividual failure to appreciate the dangers, personal failure to 
avoid them, weakness in limply following the breadneck cus- 
ioms of our time without making them subjects of careful in- 
spection and thought) Many men permit the slapdash rush of 
i few men to dictate the pace of all men. — Individuality be- 
comes submerged. 

Wisdom would dictate, could its voice be heard, the re- 
vival or individual selection of policy. That is, that each man 
select for himself the pace at which he shall travel in business, 
social and private life. Then only those who so elect need go 
the gait of destruction. 


CANADA'S 
MILITARY RIFLE 


With the drawing near of the date for the annual rifle 
shoot at Bisley, England, in which Canadians, Albertans and 
Edmontonians will compete, comes the question of, what is 
to be the standard rifle. There has been a good deal of dis- 
satisfaction in army circles in Great Britain ever since 
Canada’s new military rifle was allowed to enter the annual 
rifle competitions. The new rifle with its peep sight is said to 
give the Canadians a very manifest advantage over their 
competitors who are restricted to the open sight, and the army 
council has at last yielded to the importunities of the handi- 
capped riflemen and passed a regulation which excludes the 
aperture sight from the Bisley competitions. 

But Colonel Sam Hughes, minister of militia of Canada, 
declares that if the Canadian riflemen are obliged either to 
abandon the Canadian rifle and use an obsolete weapon or 
retire from the contest, they will retire. One need not be a 
rifle expert nor claim that the Canadian rifle with its aperture 
sight is ‘the best in the world,” as a military rifle, to see that 
if the rifle tests are to be of any practical value, each country 
should use its own weapon. If the Canadian rifle is superior 
to the British in accuracy of fire, the most effective way of 
dealing with the difficulty would seem to be to make the 
British rifle equal in accuracy to its Canadian competitor. 
And yet it must be rather a humiliating confession to admit 
that a Canadian rifle is superior to one “made in England” 
The question is, “Is it really true?” And the answer comes 
in the fact that during the last few years that the new 
Canadian rifle has been used by Canadians at the Bisley com- 
petitions, the King’s prize, emblematic of the finest shooting 
of the meet, has been won by Canadians. 


PROVINCES’ RIGHTS IN 
TAXATION, 


The proprietor of a pool room in Jasper Park has been} 


advised from Ottawa that he is not liable to taxation under the 
law of the province of Alberta, to wit: the Pool Room Act. 
For the credit of the Ottawa Government it is to be hoped that 
the communication is a mistake or that it is another misun- 
derstanding on the part of the recipient of the letter on a par 
with the misconception regarding the right of the province to 
tax homesteads. Surely the Dominion Government is not 
going into the business of granting exemptions from provin- 
cial taxation in order to make friends for the party in power 
at Ottawa. Such a policy fairly bristles with possibilities of 
Strife between the provincial and dominion authorities, be- 
cause no provincial government, having been granted the 
right of administration within its own borders, would lie} 
down beneath the injustice. 

Whatever the object of the letter it is time that the Dom- 
inion Government instructed their servants in the question of 
provincial rights. A few lessons given to Ottawa officials on 
provincial autonomy would save a whole lot of friction and
